THE RUSSIAN VICTIMS WAR FUNDS. 


WE understand that the door still remains open to a satisfactory 
settlement of the difficulty created by the association, as patrons, 
of three honoured leaders of the community with the missionary- 
tainted fund for the relief of the Russian Jews. In order 


that that possibility may not be prejudiced, we refrain this 


week from further allusion to the subject. Our sole object.in this 


matter has been, from the beginning, the abrogation of what we, and 
we are convinced the whole community, regard as a most undesirable 
and unfortunate connection ; and, if that end can be attained, no-one 
will be more happy than ourselves to relegate the controversy to the 


past and to promote the union of all Jews in the urgent and pressing 


duty of succouring the many thousands of our starving Russian 
brethren-in-faith,. 

THE RUSSIAN POSITION. 


The unsealing of the cables between Great Britain and Russia 


—they had been practically closed to all but official messages—lets 
in a little more light upon the Russian situation. Two points of 
interest emerge from the released despatches. The one concerns the 
definite postponement of the re-assembling of the Duma, and although 
this fact is, of course, not new the prorogation does not, it must be 
admitted, take on any more benignant aspect in the light of the fresh 
information. The second point concerns the holding of a Monarchical 
Congress—the more Liberal-minded Zemstvo and. Town Congresses 
were forbidden to meet. The Monarchical Congress was frankly 
reactionary, denouncing all classes of society as ° rotting, or Jew- 
ridden, or engaged in the seizure of authority, lost for Russia, seeth- 
ing traitors, and rebels,” and demanding of the Government the 
abolition of all the constitutional pledges given in the past. But it 
is gratifying to find, according to the Petrograd correspondent of the 
Times, that the ravings and fulminations of the Congress evoked only 
a cold response. On the other side of the account several favourable 
items have to be recorded. In the Upper House, we are told, there 
may be traced a perceptible movement in the direction of the more 
Liberal elements. The Centre in that Chamber, for instance, have 
adopted resolutions declaring that nothing contained in the programme 
of the Progressive bloc—a programme friendly to Jewish aspirations 
—is irreconcilable with the principles of the party. On the whole, 
the tendency of Kussian politics is still favourable to the cause of 
political advancement, and any decisive change of direction need 
hardly be expected from what the Times correspondent describes as 
an organisation—the Monarchist—which represents an infinitesimal 
minority of hopeless reactionaries. There is one other matter in 
this connection which deserves to be underlined. The Monarchical 
Congress was so busy calling for the heads of public men, students, 
etc., that it forgot one of its principal objects, viz., the discussion of 
measures against German domination in Kussia. But, as a matter 
of fact, we need feel little surprise at such action on the part of men 
who, before the war, were convinced advocates of a rapprochement with 
Germany. Even the Novoe Vremya—now breathing better counsels 
—reminds these people that the language they employ is but a 
‘re-hash: of views which are dished up daily with a different dressing in 
the hostile German Press. Could anything demonstrate more forcibly 
the fact that it is from the party impregnated with pro-German inclina- 
tions that the chief danger to Kussia lies, or emphasise more con- 
vincingly the view expounded in these columns that it is by a 
thorough purging of German influence in Russia that the redemption 
of the Jews will be secured? In other words, it is in a victory for 
Russia in the struggle in which she is engaged with the Allies that the 


best hope lies for the liberation of our people in the land of the ere 


We commend to the attention of our readers in this connection the 
article which our contributor “ Mentor” supplies in his causerie in 
our present issue. 


COMPULSORY SERVICE. 


THE Jewish community, like, we believe, the great majority of 
the rest of the nation, will readily acquiesce in the decision to enforce 
compulsorily the ‘enlistment of single men of military age, if the 
Government decide that it is necessary to carry on the great struggle 
n which the country is engaged. Averse as they naturally are from 
war, and cherishing home relationships and affections with a: warmth 
and tenderness second to none among other communities, they can- 


not but endorse such a decision arrived at by the responsible 
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authorities with a full knowledge of the national requirements and 
the instruments necessary to victory. Even the straining of the 
religious conscience, which military service, by reason of its hind- 
rances to Jewish observance, imposes upon the Jewish soldier, will 
willingly be borne in this unparalleled crisis in which all else must 
bow to the national need. If the new departure, as at the moment 
of writing seems highly probable, be adopted, it must add 
still further, of course, to the number of Jews with the colours, 
for we have never supposed that, with all the splendid performance 
of our young men, every Jew of military age has found it possible 
to enlist. On the other hand we shall be spared the recurring con- 
troversy as to the proportion of Jews serving with the Forces. That 
question will be shorn of its immediate interest ; but the deeds of 
young Jewry during the existence of the voluntary system remain on 
record, and they are of such a character that we need not fear to 
challenge the verdict of history. The controversy now shifts, so to 
speak, from the recruiting office to the battlefield, and there we are 
strong in the knowledge of past achievement. We await the issue 
with confidence and with hope.

IN THE PROVINCES. 


GOOD reports continue to be received of the fruitful activity of 
provincial communities in the matter of the Jewish Russian Relief 
Fund. From Newcastle, we are told that over £600 has already been 
sent to headquarters and that a number of. young ladies are collecting 
over £30 a month from regular subscribers. In Leeds, a mass 
meeting in support of the fund is announced for February 
next. A monthly donation of £10 is announced: from’ South” 
port, while Dublin has sent another £100, making £550 raised. 
so far. All this is exceedingly encouraging. We _ hope our 
provincial brethren will not tire of doing well. The cause is very 
pressing. I:xcellent reports, too, continue to come in of the progress 
made by provincial synagogues. Thus, at the meeting of the North 
Manchester Synagogue, it was stated that the income for the past year 
was one of the most satisfactory in the history of the congregation, 
both revenue and membership having increased. However rude the 
blasts that blow, they do not appear to damage our religious edifices 
—or some of them, at all events. : 


THE unveiling of the “ roll’ of honour” tablet at the Jewish 
Working Men's Club in Manchester formed a manifestation of the 


reality of Jewish patriotism in Lancashire. If we do not countenance. 


Mr. LASKI's angry characterisation of certain newspapers in connec- 
tion with this matter, it is because we find the actual facts potent 
enough for our purpose. Here, in the Jewish Working Men’s Club 
alone, an incomplete census gives the names of seventy-two of the 
members with the forces. Five names on the Koll of Honour are 
those of members killed at the front, while another of the members 
had gained the D.C.M. The Rey. JACOB PHILLIPs, who was one of 
the speakers at the meeting, stated that fully ninety per cent. of the 
famili@& of his own synagogue had representatives in the Army and 
that many of these were only sons. Surely, such hard facts are worth 
endless quantities of diatribe, and although the imminence of compul- 
sory service will deprivethese discussions of some of their relevance, we 
are, nevertheless, glad that the truth as to voluntary enlistment was 
put upon record at Manchester, and we can only hope that it received 
the widest publicity in the local press. 


To the other encouraging reports which flow in from provincial 
institutions may now be added that of the Leeds Shechita Board. At 
last Sunday's meeting of the Board it was stated that the affairs of the 
Board were in a fairly prosperous condition and that it would be 
possible to make a further grant to each of the congregations. These 
satisfactory conditions no doubt reflect the prosperity prevailing at 
the moment in many parts of the Kingdom. But we must not hide 
from ourselves the fact that it is largely a hot-house prosperity, 


fostered by artificial war conditions, and that the end of the war, or. 
even sooner, may put a very different face upon things. Jewish, like 


other institutions, however, have it to some extent in their power to 
prepare for the inevitable situation before them, and all who are of a 
provident spirit will, no doubt, do so. 


THE death of Mr. MOSES ROSENBERG removes a prominent, 


member of the Mancheste: community, who had been active in good. 
works. Our columns bear witness to the constant loss of similarly; 
useful personalities, whose labours have been an important part of 
the local communal life, and perhaps we do not always fully reali 

how very much more feebly the current of communal existence would

flow without the aid of their personal endeavours. We can only hope 
that provincial, and, for that matter, London, congregations will never 
lack the help and the sacrifice of these good and steadfast men, though 
sometimes we wonder how the widening gaps that we have constantly 
to regret are to be filled. 


IN THE NEWS. 

THe Independent Order of B'nai B'rith is doing a useful bit 
of work in starting a Bureau of Social Service. One of the recurring 
pre-war difficulties was the absence of sufficient volunteers to man 
our numerous organisations. The members of the B’nai b'rith, like 
many others in the community, believed that the volunteers were 
available if only they could be recruited. The organisations could 
not lay hands on the men and women, and the men and women could 
not find the organisations. It will be the main purpose of the 
Bureau, therefore, to bring the workers to the work, and thus 
strengthen a very weak link in the communal brotherhood. We 
would only add that the new workers should not be made mere cogs 
in an administrative machine. We would like to see the managers 
of various institutions meeting for the interchange of ideas, and the 
routine of labour informed by a broader spirit, a greater individual 
initiative, and a wider outlook. In this way we shall not only attract 
workers but keep them. 


Tue threat to Salonika has an interest all its own for Jews. The 
city is, indeed, nearly half Jewish, so far as the number of its 
inhabitants is concerned: and our coreligionists have naturally held a 
position of considerable influence there, returning several members to 
the Chamber at the general election before the last—-what happened 
at the recent mock elections we do not yet know. [Ever since the 
Balkan War the situation of Salonikan Jews has been more or less 
uncertain and sometimes precarious. But a battle within the 
environs of the city would surely be the final stroke of fortune. It is 
remarkable how the tide of war laps the Jewish communities. As 
though Poland and Galicia were not sufficient, the Jewry of Salonika 
is now exposed to the fury of the waves. The war will assuredly: loom 
large in Jewish annals, going down to history as something which 
began a new darkmess—or, we pray God, a new light! 


As the war-tide rolls eastwards, we begin to ask again whether 
Palestine has yet felt its full power of devastation, or whether the 
country is fated to fresh trials. At the moment, however, the trouble is 
economic rather than military or political. The position of the Jewish 
colonists, according to Mr. GLUSKIN, with whom an_ interview 
appears in another column, is very critical, while relief is urgently 
needed for many of the other Jewish residents. But Mr. GLUSKIN 
allows us to believe that if substantial loams are given them the 
Situation of the colonists will be saved from becoming desperate: and 
it is satisfactory to hear from him that there is reason to hope that 
help will be forthcoming. We trust his optimism is well founded, 
for whatever else goes down in the general wreck it is to be hoped 
that the Jewish colonies in Palestine will be saved. Mr. GLuskIN, 
it will also be noted, holds the view, which is shared by us all, that 
an English triumph would be a victory for the Jewish movement in 
Palestine,

The death in action of Sergeant Arthur Gordon Cohen, ofthe Ist Gth Wes 
Yorkshire Regiment (Bradford Territorials) came as a great blow to the Bradfor 
Jewish community, as well as to his many non-Jewish friends. He was 1) 
youngest son of Mr. Maurice Cohen, a leading communal worker, and for severa 
years President of the Bradford Hebrew Congregation. Arthur Cohen wa 
educated at the Bradford Grammar School and the Bradford Technical Colleve 
and before the ontbreak of the war was employed by a local manufacturer as » 
designer. Many of us had hoped that, like his father, he too would one da, 
throw himself with enthusiasm into the work of the community. But that, alas 
was not to be. At the first hour of danger he answered the call, and was, in fact 
one of the first Bradford Jewish lads to join thecolours. Whatever he commence! 
he carried out with enthusiasm. He soon received rapid promotion from private 
to sergeant—an evidence of his unselfish character, his great popularity and hard 
work. His death has, indeed, comeas a great shock. His loss will be particularly 
felt by the Bradford Jewish Circle, of which he was so keen a member, and with 
the members of which he was deservedly popular. We shall never forget the 
buoyant optimism which animated his every thought. In one of his letters to me 
he described some of the horrors of war with an enviable lightheartedness. ‘‘ The 
way in which I can joke about these horrors,” he said, “ will give you a good idea 
of how high my spirits are.” There is an aching void in our heari¢ as we think of 
the life cut down in the heyday of youth—as we think, too, of the thousands who 
are daily giving their lives for their beloved country. His loving parents have 
made a great sacrifice. They have given England the life of their youngest son. 
May the Divine Comforter help them to bear their sorrow. May they find com- 
fort in the knowledge that he died a hero's death. May they be consoled too by 
the fact that all who knew himioved him—that he will live in their hearts for ever 

RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT GRANTS A MILLION ROUBLES. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD, 

The Central Jewish Committee, in aid of the refugees, applied to the Govern 
ment Commission dealing with the refugees problem for a grant of 2,100,000 
roubles. It was proposed to spend 1,300,000 roubles on clothes and boots for the 
refugees, as seventy-five per cent. of the latter are in need of them. Thiie 
Ministerial Commission discussed the estimate for the clothes, and decided to 
reduce it by 300,000 roubles. Of the million roubles voted to the Jewish Com- 
mittee, 300,000 roubles were at once placed at its disposal. In the course of thie 
debate, the President of the Commission, and Assistant Minister of the Interior. 
M. Plehve, described the Jewish financial statement as the most clear and economic 
of all and as one that could serve as an example to the committees of all other 
nationalities. The Ministry of Finance supported the estimate of the Jewish 
committee, and Advocate Sliosberg assured the Commission that the funds at the 
disposal of the committee were distributed in the right manner and that there 
were no cases of misappropriation.

THE JEWS IN POLAND,

PETROGRAD. 
The Jews at Lukov (Siedlece) have scored an important success. Thecitizens’ 
militia included a large nymber of anti-Semites whose behaviour in the Jewish 
quarter was a source of grave anxiety to the community. As the result of repre- 
sentations made by its leaders, the anti-Semites have been dismissed from the 
force, and Jews have been appointed to patrol the Jewish quarter. 


NEW RAILWAY CONNECTIONS IN PALESTINE. 


A new railway line was recently opened between the Jewish colony 


Merchawjah, and Beer-Sheba. It crosses the Jaffa-Jerusalem line at Lida 
and passes the Jewish colonies Kastinie and Rechamah, situated in South 


Judwa. The line also passes the Jewish National Fund's farm Benschemen 
and is likely to promote in a considerable degree the sale of their products in 
Jaffa, Jerusalem, Haifa and Damascus. The Merchawjah colony, which is already 
connected with Jerusalem by rail, thus becomes an important railway céntre. 


PUBLIC HYGIENE IN PALESTINE. 

The Turkish paper Schié-Medjmouassi, published by the “ Official Sanitary 
Board,” prints a report of the bacteriologist Dr. Osman Cherefeddi Bey on publie 
sanitation in Jaffa. Dealing with the Jewish quarter Tel-awiw, the writer says :-— 
“ This quarter reminds one of the environs of Berlin or Paris. The streets are broad 
and clean : the houses are built of stone and every house has its flower-garden. 
All the houses have a water-supply, and—judged from a bacteriologist's point of 
view—healthy and clear water. In one word it is a town which may be taken as 
an example, and fromthe hygienic point of view the highest praise must be 
bestowed on it.

Conditions in Palestine. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MR. W. GLUSKIN. 

HE situation of the Jews in Palestine is somewhat mysterious. 
Reports differ regarding the situation, although judging front the 
various accounts the harsh treatment suffered by the Jews at the 
hards of the Turkish authorities at the initial stages of Turkey's 
participation in the war seems to have been modified. And according to 
recent report the Governor of Syria, General Djemal Pasha, who was most 


relentless in his hostility towards the Jews has entirely changed his 


attitude. 

In order to seek some light on the pre- 
sent situation of’ the Jews in Palestine as 
well as on their future prospects, a repre- 
sentative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE had an 
interview with Mr. W. Gluskin, who 1s now 
on a short visit to London. 

Mr. Wolf Glaskin is a notable person- 
ality in the Jewish National Movement and 
played a most prominent part in the 
development of Jewish colonisation in Pales- 
tine. For nearly a quarter of a century 
Mr. Gluskin has been identified with work 
in that country, being one of the founders 
of a number of Jewish colonies, chief among 
which is Rechovoth, established under the 
auspices of the Warsaw. Menucha-venachleh 
Society in 1891. Lovers of Hebrew litera- 
ture, too, have reason to be greatly indebted 
to him for the well-known Hebrew publica- 
tion society known as “ Achiasef,” founded 
in 1892 at Warsaw. It is due largely to his sustained devotion to the Holy 
Land, to his zeal and energy combined with business capacity that the wine 
industry in the Jewish colonies had till the outbreak of the war become a 
great success. Few believed in 1896, when the “Karmel” wine com- 
panies were founded throughout Russia and America, at the instance of 
Mr. Gluskin, that the enterprise would flourish to the extent it has done. 
It needed vision and industry, and Mr. Gluskin, who is the head of the 
“ Karmel” or “ Palwin’’ Wine Company, as the English branch is known, 
possesses them both. Hence its immense success. In 1906, Mr. Gluskin 
settled permanently in Palestine.

“TURKISH POLICY BEFORE THE WAR. 
Can you throw some light, our representative asked, on the situation in 
Palestine ? 


“IT must tell you at the outset,” he said, “that I come from Alexandria 
and not from Palestine.” 


In that case, your information about the position there is but indirect ? 

In a way, itis so. But during the period I was stranded—if I may 
say so—in Alexandria, I had means of ascertaining the exact situation of 
3eing in close and constant ‘touch with the 
various Zionist and other leading Jewish institutions in Palestine, I think 
my informatian may be described as direct.” 

What in your opinion is Turkey's present policy towards the Jews ? 

“It sounds strange to talk about Turkey's policy. Turkey has no 
policy of its own at the best of times; it is invariably dependent on. out- 
side influences. When the Young Turks assumed power it was hoped that 
the political status would alter for the best. That hope, however, turned 
out to be an illusion. Still the position of the Jews did not change for the 
worse. There were symptoms of hostility towards the Jewish development 
in Palestine, but not of a serious nature. The abolition of the Capitula- 
tions was the first blow for Jews in that country who had, in the majority 
of cases, lived under the protection of other Powers. Their position 
became immediately unsafe, and at the outbreak of the war they were the 
first to suffer.”’ 


PRESENT TREATMENT OF THE JEWS. 
yas the treatment of the Jews worse than the treatment of non-Jewish 
alien enemies ? 


Well, in a sense; yes. For there was a definite. policy in respect. to 
non-Jewish alien enemies, all of whom had been interned as in other 
belligerent countries. Totally different was the position of the Jews. The 
Turkish authorities could not make up their minds as to their attitude 
towards the Jews. At first it was understood that all Jews belonging to 
alien-enemy countries should be expelled. Then the authorities gave them 
the option of becoming Ottoman subjects, but subsequently that option, too, 


was revoked, and many Jews who had become Ottoman subjects were either 
expelled or interned.” 


DJEMAL PASHA AND THE ZIONISTS. 


What was the cause that inspired such hostility towards the Jews? 
Has Turkey, by reason of its alliance with Germany, become imbibed with 
anti-Semitism ? 

“No; as a matter of fact, the hostile feeling was not displayed to Jews 
in general, but was largely aimed at Zionism and Zionist institutions. It 
must chiefly be attributed to the Pan-Turkish spirit by which the Governor 
of Palestine and Syria was guided, a spirit prevalent amongst the Young 
Turkish Party asa whole. In fairness to.Djemal Pasha. it must be said 
that to the large classes of the poorer Jews no ill-feeling was shown. The 
persecution was only confined to those Jewish elements that were looked 
upon as Jewish nationalists. These were treated with the same ruthless- 
ness as the other Small nationalities within the Turkish Empire, including 
certain sections of the Arab populations, are treated. Of course, had he 
possessed statesmanlike foresight he would have welcomed the efforts of» 

he Zionist to develop the country. But the quality of statesmanship, as 


ou well know, is particularly lacking in Turkey in respect to th 
well as in many other ways.” 
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Could you state the precise form in which the ill-treatment of the 
Zionists expressed itself ? 

“ There was a-systematic persecution of everyone remotely connected 
with Zionist institutions or Jewish Colonisation work. There were » 
pogroms, it is true, but there were expulsions and arrests and threats of th. 
worst kind. Brochures were even published urging every Mussulman t. 
kill at least three non-Mohammedans and to spare only Germans and 
Austrians. Forty of the most prominent Jews connected with Jewish, 
institutions were placed under arrest, and were threatened with the deat) 
penalty. The colonists were deprived of almost everything apart from the 
requisition by the military authorities of everything essential to colonists.’ 


DJEMAL NOT PRO-GERMAN. 


I understand that the attitude of Djemal Pasha changed for the better 
afterwards. Do you think that it was due to German influence ? 

“I doubt it. I do not think that German influence is so great in 
Turkey as is commonly believed. At all events the Governor of Syria i: 
hardly favourably inclined towards the German. If anything his sympathics 
are more French, but he is above all a Pan-Turk and intolerant to every 
other nationality. The main relaxation of the persecution of thé Zionist 
was due to the American Government and particularly to Mr. Morgenthau. 

THE REFUGEES AT ALEXANDRIA. 

Questioned as to the number of Jews who left Palestine, Mr. Gluskin 
stated that in all about 10,000 had escaped or been expelled from that 
country. Out of that number about 7,000 Jews had already left Egypt for 
various countries while about 3,000 were still in Alexandria where they were 
supported by the relief committees abroad including London. 

Mr. Gluskin spoke very highly of the new school that had been opened 
at Alexandria for the children of the Palestine Jewish refugees. About 
500 children attend the school of which Miss Landau is the head, and 
where, he was gratified to state, the chief feature was the teaching of 
Hebrew. He had nothing but praise for the magnanimous way in 
which the Jewish refugees, were being treated by the British authorities in 
Egypt, and for the invaluable assistance high British officials rendered to 
save from starvation the Jews who remained in Palestine. 


THE FUTURE OF THE COLONIES. 

And what is your opinion regarding the future of the Jewish colonies ’ 

“ It is very critical, but not desperate. The immediate need is relief 
for the great number of Jews in Jerusalem and support for the Jewish 
colonists. It must be emphasised that the kind of support necessary for 
the colonists is not relief but substantial loans. Of course, the position will 
be desperate if such support is not forthcoming. But, there is reason to 
hope that Jews.all over the world will come to the rescue of these pioneer 
Jewish colonists.” 

Mr. Gluskin did not like to prognosticate with regard to the general 
problem of Palestinein future, but, speaking from an intimate knowledge of 
the conditions there, he holds the opinion, which is shared by everybody 


who knows the position, that an English victory would be a victory for the 
Jewish movement in Palestine. 


The Leonard Stern Memorial Fund. 


The Board of Management of the East London Synagogue have decided tha, 
the memorial subscribed for by the members of the synagogue and other friends 
to perpetuate the name and work of the late Lieut. Leonard H. Stern, shall be 
applied to the presentation of a Prayer Book, bearing a suitable “In Memoriam” 
inscription, to the sons of members of the synagogue and other lads on the 
occasion of the celebration of their barmitzvah inthe synagogue. The greater part 
of the sum collected has been handed to the Treasurer of the Bequests and Trusts 


Funds of the United Synagogue for investment for this purpose. The inscription 
approved by the Board is as follows: 


Leonard Stern Memorial Gilt, foutided by members of the East London Synagogue, 
in memory of Leonard Herman Stern, B.A. (Cantab), Second Lieutenant 13th Battalion 
(Princess Louise's Kensington) London Regiment. _ Born at Synagogue House, Stepney, 
September 12th, 1891. Killed in action in Flanders May 9th, 1915. A worthy son of the 
sanctuary, true to faith and country. 

“ Wherewith shall a young man keep his way pure. 
according to Thy word.”—Psalm cxix. 9. 


The memorial Prayer Books also contain the names of the recipients and 
the date of their Barmitzvah, of which a register is to be kept. 

The first presentation of the memorial gift was made on Sabbath last when 
Mr. James:A. Samuel, Warden, handed Prayer Books to Louis Joseph Norden, 
younger son of Mr. E. Norden, Financial Representative of the synagogue and 
headmaster of the Stepney Jewish Schools, who acted as hon. secretary of the 
Memorial Fund, and to David Kutcher, only son of another member of the 
synagogue. 

The Rev. J. F. Stern, who preached on the education and training of children, 


with special reference to home influence, concluded his address to the Barmitzvah 
lads as follows :— 


You two lads are to. be the first recipients of the Leonard Stern Memorial Gift founded 
by members of this synagogue in memory of a worthy son of the Sanctuary who was true 
to faithand country. Itis not for me toadd anything to the eloquent tribute paid to 
his memory from this pulpit by a brother minister some months ago, but I may ajipro- 
priately read to you what was said of him by the headmaster of the school of which he 
was a pupil. Dr. H, J. Spenser, the Headmaster of the University College School, 
wrote of him:—* Leonard was much more to me than the ordinary monitor, or 
lieutenant, or colour-sergeant, or scholar of his college. In his case I always felt the 
personal sympathy that comes of quick perception and understanding. When he left 
school, after a long and most successful career in which he showed the keenest sense of 
obligation, he sent me a keepsake with an inscription in it which touchgd me very deeply. 
Ever since that he has always been Leonard to me and in my mind. Under all his quiet 
humour and his inveterate poking of fun there ran a very deep sense of responsibility and 
a spirit of self-sacrifice which found its consummation a week ago. 1 thank God for a 
brave and gallant life—nobly lived and nobly spent. And yet as a human being must, 
I bitterly resent and deplore the calamity which has robbed me of a very dear friend— 
quite unique im my experience of many pupils. . . . Of all my pupils he was the 
most considerate, the most understanding, and the most affectionate. He always knew, 
he never once misunderstood. I loved him as my son; I rejojced in him—an Israelite 
in whom there was no guile.” May the gift you lads will receive in memory of him of 
whom these words were written be a token for good and a constant incentive to duty— 
duty to faith and country, to man and to God.

A Sermon for the Week. 


(Specially Writien for the JEWisH CHRONICLE.) 


INTERCESSION, 


"' The Lord is nigh to all those that call upon Him, to all that call upon 
Him in cxiv. 78. 


To-morrow is appointed in the synagogues of Great Britain as a day of 
special intercession in the terrible war which stil! ravages the world. It is 
an occasion for discoursing on the subject of Prayer. Noone is able to 
answer all the questions that might be asked concerning it, but the instinct 
of prayer is so deep-seated that men cannot help thinking about it. For all 
men pray at one time or another; consciously, subconsciously, or uncon- 
sciously. Prayers differ in range and quality according to the measure of 
the spiritual existence of those who pray. These expressions of human 
desires are not necessarily prayers, even though they be adiressed directly 
to God. The criterion of true prayer is the expression of nobleness in the 
man who prays. It is the spiritual nature reaching upward. Anything 
that falls below this level is not prayer. That only is prayer which 
ennobles the man who prays. But if a man tries to drag the Deity down 
to the level of his own sordid desires—that is not prayer, and it will receive 
no heavenly response. To grasp this principle is to obtain much light lipon 
the difficult question of the worth and efficacy of prayer. What is included 
in true prayer? It is the converse of the soul with God: it is the reference 
of the finite to the infinite, the uplifting of the spiritual being toward the 
holiness of the God who made it. It is more thar resignation: it is the 
seeking of God's will by the presentation of our own. It follows that 
aspiration is an element in all true prayer. Aspiration is the desire to rise 
above the limitations of our imperfect nature and to enter into communion 
with that larger lite of which by our very constitution we are dimly con- 
scious. In this potentiality are we differentiated from the creatures which 
are lower in the scale of being than ourselves. They live their lives and 
fulfil their destiny without perceiving their limitations. They do not aspire. 
Man does, for he is so made that he must. With aspiration, religion begins. 
We reach out beyond and above ourselves in the effort to enter into com- 
munion with the Higher soul who speaks within us. Aspiration towards 
God is evidence that we are constituted for God. We are not constant in 
these aspirations. The best of us is subject to spiritual ebbs and flows. 
There are times when we seem to be taken nearer to the heart of things 
than is the case at other times. Yet in our best moments we are conscious 
of 

THE GODWARD NEED, 
a need which presumes its own satisfaction, for it can give no account of 
itself other than to say that it is impossible to rest contented with itself. 
And the complement of aspiration is Adoration, a feature which particularly 
distinguishes the Jewish Prayer Book. To adore is a necessity of the 
spiritual life. Itis the perception of our dependence upon God and our 
joy in communion with Him. It is loving confidence intermingled with 
lowliness. We adore because we must, not because God needs it, or is 
benefited by it; mor. are we ever conscious of such a thouglft. Just as 
earthly love is at its best when it loses consciousness of itself in the delight 
of giving itself, so does the prayer of the devout man express itself in 
adoration, feeling ohly that such is the appropriate language of the soul. 
It is, however, under the form of Petition or Intercession that prayer has 
for many minds the greatest significance and presents the greatest number 
of difficulties. Most people think of prayer as asking something of God. 
When we come to think of it, the desire to pray in this manner is so wide- 
spread that we have no right to put it aside without trying to discover 
whether it is right thus to pray, and whether God can hear such prayers. 
At any rate, we may say that the greater number: of those who pray at all 
pray in the hope that Godwill answer definite petitions and that His universe 
is so ordered that there is room for Him to doso. | There arethose who object 
to prayer in this sense. They argue, it is of no use to pray, for God is all- 
wise. It is needless to tell Him what He already knows. Why trouble 
Him by pouring out before Him the petty worries and anxieties and desires 
that make up so much of our insignificant lives? Why ask Him for this or 
that, when He knows so much better than we do what is really best for us? 
Or, again, the thought comes : God is omnipotent, He can do what He will. 
But He has already made His plans-for this world, and they must be 
unchangeable because He changes not. It is Law which reigns everywhere 
supreme in human politics and morals just as much as in the physical 
universe. Will the infinite God falter in His purposes because of the cry, 
however piteous, of a human being? And then, again, why should we load 
Him with petitions when we know that He, being good, will give us all we 
ought to have without our asking Him ? Such questions sound reasonable 
enough ; indeed, they are reasonable if the idea of prayer in such cases is 
atrue one. But the idea of prayer underlying these questions is not a 
true one: the idea being that we wish to change the purposes of God. if 
we desire such a thing, then we have not attained to complete communion 
with the Highest. Prayer is meant not to change God's purposes but to 
accomplish them. Does this not seem to imply that it is of no use praying, 
since what purposes do coincide with those of the Supreme Being will be 
fulfilled quite apart from our petitions. Our prayers will not be fulfilled 
because we have prayed, but because we happen to have asked for some- 
thing that would have occurred whether we prayed or not. This

= ONE LITTLE MISTAKE. 


It is ore of the conditions on which men secure the Divine blessing 
that they must work with God. They have their part to perform. This 
fact we can see in any department of human affairs. Life comes from 
God, but: human beings, after they have been brought into the world with 
this gift of life, do not continue to. live unless the conditions of life are 
continually fulfilled by human agency. The new-born child must be 
supplied with warmth and food and air, or else the gift of life will be 
withdrawn and the end be death. Again, health, though a gift of God, is 
largely dependent upon human care and effort. Health demands that 
sanitary laws shall be observed. It matters not whether it be a bad man 
or a good man who breaks the laws of health : it matters not whether he 
who breaks them does so wilfully and with Ais eyes open, or whether he 
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THE JEWs AND CIVILISATION. 


BY THE Rev. Dr. SAMUEL SCHULMAN. 


There have been many definitions of what civilisation is. And almost 
every great thinker and historian has his own definition of civilisation. 
Looked at in the large, and without any technicalities, civilisation might be 
defined as the life of any group which has advanced enough, impressively 
to increase the mastery of man over nature and thus increase his comforts 
of life, has tamed him and refined him, because softened him, and made 
him efficient to satisfy his growing needs. And civilisation is that plus the 
culture of man’s soul, the education of his heart which enables him to have 
a satistying philosophy of life, to conceive laws of right and express them in 
the laws of society, which enables him to live sympathetically and helpfully 
with his fellow men. Civilisation is the organised wealth of human life—the 
material wealth, as the expression of man's intelligent conquest-of nature 
and the moral and spiritual wealth, as the expression of man’s conquest 
and cultivation of himself. 

Just as an athlete, with his magnificent body, with his splendid muscles, 
with his fine training, with the strength and skill in his. physique, would lie 
in death a mockery of himself, so if we could imagine all that the Jewish 
genius contributed to Western civilisation, suddenly withdrawn from it, 
Western civilisation would be a gigantic corpse, a mass of big material 
power with the heart and soul gone, and therefore, a ruin, because life 
had fled. 

sriefly, to summarise the things that I call heart and soul which the 
Jew contributed to civilisation, I would say that the Jew contributed a 
creed, a law, an institution, a literature, a hopé, and lastly, themselves, a 
unique people. The Jews contributed the idea of God, the moral law which 
is not the the possession of philosophers, but has become ingrained in the 
thinking of the masses. . The standard by which we judge things, is the ques. 
tion, Is it right or wrong? The Jews contributed the Sabbath, the greatest 
social institution in Western civilisation. 

THE JEWS CONTRIBUTED THE BIBLE, 

which is the book that has influenced all civilisation, and not Western civili- 
sation merely, more than any other literature, if for no other reason than that 
it is the best known book and is translated into all languages. The Jews 
contributed a hope that the Messiah is going to come, and that this world 
is not as good as it might be and as it is bound to be. And, lastly, they 
contributed themselves. Our enemies will not consider the last gift as 
such a valuable contribution. But we ourselves ought not to think meanly 
of ourselves. By our persistence in the world and by our unique example 
of a people outgrowing nationality, becoming in a sense less than a nation, 
and in a sense immeasurably more than a nation, we have shown the world 
how any group can live by purely spiritual ideas and become a great 
humanitarian force and a practical champion of the international mind 
among peoples. — 

From the point of view of Jews and Judaism Christianity is a great 
heresy. It is a magnificent sectarian departure from Israel. It has taken 
Jewish genius and presented it in what seemed, at the time of its rise and 
organisation, a palatable form, an acceptable vessel, an intelligible symbol 
to the Western’ non-Jewish world. Christianity took Jewish ideas and 
modified them, adapted them, if you will. And we are bold enough to say 
that the imperfection of the present civilisation of the Western peoples, is 
due, in great measure, to the fact that they have not yet adopted Jewish 
ideas in their perfect purity. That is why the Jews have remained upon 
the scene, to be a commentary on their own ideas, to say that their work 
has not been completed and that they themselves are the best .messengers 
and interpreters for their own ideas. 

When I was a student in Berlin some twenty-eight years ago, I heard 
the great physiologist and thinker Du Bois Reymond, in the course of a 
lecture on “ The Recent Results of the Study of Nature,” say that modern 
science could not have arisen, had not the European mind been prepared 
by the education in the monotheistic idea. This was a tremendous 
concession. But we must remember that Reymond did not belong to that 
unfortunate school of thinkers in Germany who would 


ELIMINATE EVERYTHING JEWISH 
from them, but- who, it is said, have modified their ideas somewhat 
in the course of this war. His was a great, open, truth-loving and

does it by accident or ignorance. As surely as the law is broken must the 
penalty be paid. Nor is it otherwise in war. If we neglect to make the 
needful efforts and sacrifices that conduce to victory, we surely cannot 
expect that victory willcome tous. Victory is the re ward of those who have 
deserved it by the strenuousness of their exertions. It is plain from such 
instances that man is expected to make an effort of some kind in co-opera- 
tion with the laws of God in order’ to secure even his material comfort and 
well-being. And it is not otherwise with regard to prayer. If we wish to 
secure certain blessings we must so far co-operate with God as to pray for 
them. God is wise and powerful and good. But He is more than this. 
He is a personal God. Person answers to person. And it is because 
human beings have personality, because human beings are made in God's 
image, that prayer is required of them, Men are required to acknowledge 
in person the sovereignty of God. To refuse to pray to Him because He 
is all-wise, all-powerful, and all-good, is to cut ourselves off from Him. It 
is to put ourselves in the same position as the brutes, who do not, cannot, 
know Him. It is, in the long run, equivalent to renouncing our allegiance 
altogether. It comes then to this: Prayer is necessary, since the proper 
attitude of men is that of dependence upon God. Tnere are some blessings 
which are not granted to men without their asking for them. 
*“ More things are wrought by prayer 

Than this world dreams of. Wherefore, let thy voice 

Rise like a fountain for one night and day. 
- For what are men better than sheep and godts 

That nourish a blind life within the brain, 

If, knowing God, they lift not hands of prayer 

Both for themselves and those who call them friend. 

Fer so the whole round earth is every way 

Bound by gold chains about the feet of God,” 
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humanitarian mind. Aad he expressed a great truth. The so-called 
monotheism to which the intellectual life of Greece led some of its great 
thinkers, was an abstract possession of the individual thinker and did not 
influence the mass. Sound and influential thought arises only ina soil, of 
a group of men that have common ideas, which makes possible the rise of 
the original man. 

Arthur de Gobineau, in his book on “ The Inequality of Races,” which 
contains very much of bad gospel and is the ancestor of much of the racial 
dogmatism of recent times, has a very pertinent remark on the jealousy of 
gods. He says that in a sense, the heathen god, the local deity, was 
more jealous than the Jewish God,” because he cared for nobody beyond 
the people of the city in which he was worshipped and he was rooted in the 
soil. Now. the Western mind was bound by a string of deities, crippled 
and enslaved by its its homage to them. It could not rise to the possibility 
of seeing in n ture a whole, governed by law, until it was schooled to sweep 
away the deification of the particular and rise to the universal. Religion is 
huntan life, lived in the presence of the Invisible, conceived as a Greater 
than man and worthy to be worshipped. And, therefore, for the mass of 
the people the intellectual element in religion becomes its philosophy. The 
lews have contributed the philosophy by which the European lives, by 
which the masses of Europe live. They have it in an impure form, as we 
think, but still they have it. 

The Jews gave a law of life to the Western peoples. It is true that 
law of life has been overshadowed by other considerations. Nevertheless, 
it is the European patrimony inherited from the Jew. The Jew interpreted 
religion in terms of duty. ‘Duty alone is not religion, but the highest religion 
makes man consciously serve God by the material of his moral life and 
social righteousness to men. The originality of the Jew’s religion consisted 
in a perfect fusion between religion and ethics. Not in an identification for 
they are not identical. In antiquity wisdom consisted in seeking what was 
called the “ Summum Bonum,” the highest good, welfare, happiness. The 
Jew was not indifferent to happiness, but the Jew discovered the highest 
wisdom in obedience to the law. 

Now, what after all, is the fundamental principle by which men are 
judged in the world to-day? How does the conscience of humanity act 
towards them? Let a man be ever so intellectual, so brilliant, let him 
have achieved ever so much as scientist, artist, inventor, adventurer, hero, 
captain of industry, captain of anything else, if he has fallen below the 
level of the moral standard of his time, he is condemned’—Lucifer falls. 
Western civilisation judges men by a moral standard, by the duty to obey 
the moral law, to do what is right. Western civilisation is ethical, and that 
characteristic it 

OWES TO THE JEWISH GENIUS. 

Latterly, brilliant minds have expressed themselves with an eccentricity 
disconcerting, despite its literary charm, and have asserted that thisisa 
mistake, that the Western peoples should outgrow what the father of the 
new school of thought called “slavc morality.” But this is only the 
brilliant fireworks, the skyrocket tho: ht, though it be of* genius, which 
may even have a use in Jlumining ‘tain deficiencies of a one-sided 
Christian interpretation of the Jewishic |. It may be a partially healthy 
reaction against interpreting morality self-suppression, crucifixion, and 
ascetic self-denial. But it will not end as a permanent wisdom. Men 
will not go back upon righteousness as rule of life. If they attempted 
earnestly to do so, they would break do their civilisation and take the 
road to anarchistic individualism. 

This Jewish law is not only a law of «a scipline, but a law of tenderness, 
not only alaw of duty, but a law of love, not only a categorical imperative, 
bringing divinity into life, but a law of humanity, making human life sacred, 
even in the feeblest and most degraded forms, because something of divinity 
is shining through it. Earnest Renan, in his “History of the People of 
Israel,”’ said that Israel’s distinction consisted in its respect for the weak in 
its plea for the downtrodden. Indeed, the Western world feels this respect 
for human life, which has produced our hospitals, all our agencies of 
humanitarian service, sometimes as a burden. Its science makes it 
sceptical about the dictates of its heart and the intuitions of its soul. And 
so it discusses euthanasia and the advisability of putting an end to the 
deformed and the criminal and so forth. And it does not realise that it is 
harking back to very old things. But Western civilisation, as we under- 
stand it, is still guided by the Jewish law of beauty and humanity. 

The greatest influence on behalf of democracy in the world to-day is 
the institution of the Sabbath. That is a purely Jewish contribution. 
Whatever connections Semitic scholars may find between our Sabbath and 


a so-called similar day of superstitution in Assyrian civilisation, Professor 


Jastrow has made clear, purely from the poiat of view of scholarship, in his 
recent book, * Religious Belief in Babylonia and Assyria,” the originality of 
Jewish contribution. One day of rest in seven, which three great religions 
now inculcate, is a purely Jewish conception. ‘And there is no institution 
in the world to-day that can compare with it in socially profound and far- 
reaching results. We are so accustomed to it that we hardly understand its 
significance. The equality of the dignity of men, democracy, brotherhood, 
are things that can be preached and that can be written down and recom- 
mended on parchments. They become real vital powers only when they 
have been translated into custom, usage, and social institution. 

In Judea, the richest man in the nation could not buy the labour of the 
poorest man in the nation on the weekly day of rest. On that day the 
poorest man in the nation felt the freedom, the independence, and dignity 
of his person, which made him the equal of the richest. There you have 
the essence of the meaning of the Sabbath. Again, influenced by the 
compromise which Christianity made, the Western world has never been 
clear as to what a Sabbath really means. And so it has oscillated between 
the Puritanism of early New England and the continental Sunday of 
Southern Europe. | But at all events, it is through 


THE JEWISH SABBATH 

that Western civilisation, by an institution that has entered its very marrow, 
recognises that a man is superior to his laboyr. Otherwise, if the Western 
peoples had not inherited the Sabbath, such is their passion for doing 
things, such is their wonderful creativeness in labour, such is the corfcentra- 
tion on practical achievement that they would have indeed developeda 

Herren Moral,” an ethics of masters, which would have had room for 
slaves working in the industrial system seven days in the week. Western 
‘Civilisation owes its brilliancy and power and grandeur of mastery and 
Achievement to the gehius of the Western races, its heart and soul, and 


therefore, its concern for man as man, it owes to the Jewish genius. 

Life is influenced most by habits, which nationally become customs, 
by institutions, which become individual habits. The soul is influenced by 
literature. Literature is the expression, in beautiful form, of the human 
spirit. It is the mirror of the deep, aspiring and creative forces of life. The 
Jews gave a great literature to the world, The Old and New Testament are 
the work of Jewish brain and Jewish heart. The Old Testament is the 
Jewish Bible. It is the complete classic of Jewish ideas in their parity. 
The New is the Jewish spirit, stooping to conquer, adapting itself and com. 
promising and therefore has become the constitution of a new Church, 
differing from the “ Keneseth Yisrael,” the Church, Israel. In the Old 
Testament, God is the central thought, the Divine Hero. In the New 
Testament, a man has become the central idea, the hero has become a 
Divinity. | 

Allowing tor these substantial and determinative differences, we still 
say that the Bible, as Western civilisation has adopted it, is a Jewish pro- 
duct. And in that literature every phase of humanity's life is expressed. 
And it has influenced the Western world more profoundly than even the 
classics, despite the great influence of the Renaissance. Huxley has well 
pointed out that the Bible, for the masses, is a matchless education in 
history. It introduces the child's mind to the conception of humanity to 
the various nations. It contains Law, Proplretic Vision, a wisdom for life. 
The artistic impulse of Israel, because of its profoundly spiritual concep. 
tion of God and its concentration upon ethics, expressed itself entirely in 
its literature. And so we have legend, myth, history, romance, law, oratory, 
poetry, philosophy, drama, all within the covers of the Bible. The Book oi 
Job will compare favourably with any of the greatest world dramas pro. 
duced by the genius of any people. The speeches of Isaiah are superior to 
the speeches of Cicero and even Demosthenes. The Book of Ecclesiastes 
is a compendium, a sort of vade mecum for the average man, of all the 
doubts that can arise in a human mind, their edges taken away by all the 
counter-affirmations, which the human heart is compelled to make in order 
that life break not down in pessimistic cynicism. 

The Jews did not create a great art. Not because, as many super- 
hcially say, the second Commandment prohibited them and artificially 
restrained their impulses. That is putting the cart before the horse. If 
the Jews had been originally creative, pictorial and plastic artists, they 


WOULD HAVE HAD NO SECOND COMMANDMENT. 

The Jewish spirit, by its native and irresistible genius always goes beyond 
phenomena to the spiritual idea that underlies them. It always goes to 
the invisible and therefore, dwells not on the visible and the concrete, to 


be absorbed by it. It goes to the ethical, beyond the sensuous. There- 
fore, its artistic impulse could only express itself in literature, And it 
produced a great literature, by which the world has ever since lived. 

The Jews gave the world a great hope—what is known as the Messianic 
hope. Western civilisation does not get its forward look merely from the 
intense ambition and passion for action, which is the natural attitude ot 
the healthy, creative man. But, in addition to this, it hag the heritage of 
Israel’s vision for the future. The ideals of antiquity were in the past. 
The gaze of Israel's Prophets and Israel's soul was towards the latter day 
that is yet to come. Here, too, Christianity compromised by assuming that 
Jewish hope was already fulfilled and realised in one person. It made of a 
promise a performance, and thus made Christendom hark back to ancient 
ways of looking at things. Christendom partly looks backward to-day. 
Therefore, its civilisation is imperfect. The best has not yet been. It is 
still to be,as Browning makes the Jewish sage say. 

The reason why the jew has always rejected every concrete Messiah, 
is that it is one thing to hope for a Messiah and it is another thing to say: 
“I am the Messiah.”’ Hope is the nurse of idealism. Realisation is its 
fulfilment and death. Jewish Messianism is quick to hope and hard to 
satisfy. It is the essence of Jewish idealism. Therefore, it says, the 
Messiah, or as we have latterly learned to say, the Messianic age, is coming. 
It is not yet here. And so we have remained in the world to remind the 
world, as of other things, so of this, that our hopes for humanity have not , 
yet been completely fulfilled. | 

If the Jewish idea had entered in complete purity into Western 
civilisation, the Western world would have received a better education. 
Maimonides recognised that Christianity was a great and providential 
movement for the preparation of nations. That was' the correct view to 
take. We say with sublime Jewish audacity and fearlessness that there is 
still room for the Jewish spirit to do some work in the future. If the 
Western world had adopted pure Jewish monotheism, 


THE CONFLICT BETWEEN SCIENCE AND RELIGION 
would have been less exasperating, because less dogma would have 
encumbered the path of the advancing intellect of Europe. And if 
the conflict had been less exasperating, real religion would have 
suffered less, If the Western world had adopted in purity the idea that the 
way to serve God is to obey His law and had adapted this to the various 
needs of peoples, just as Israel kept constantly adapting its inherited 
positive concrete law to new circumstances, the Western world would have 
been better educated morally. 

Western religion has, in a sense, been too superficial, because in 
another sense, it has been too exaltcd and transcendent. Ithae not touched 
life. It has been such a spiritual thing that, as Bobineau dared to teach, it 
had nothing to do with civilisation, which is not true. But what is trte is, 
Western religion has been too mystical. Men have been taught to separate 
their conduct from their faith, their secular life from their sacred worship. 
Salvation was found in the transeendental act of faith and not in the 
observance of ordinary morality, civic duty and practical justice in the 
State and loving kindness to the neighbour next door. In plain words, if 
for the last fifteen hundred years, in every school in Europe, a boy and: 
girl had been taught that the way to worship the Spiritual, Invisible God, 
the Creator of the’ universe and the Father of human spirits was not to 
kill, but to save life, not to steal but to be honest, not to mock the stranger 
but to love him ; if they had had a Torah for this world and nota gospel 
for the next, they would have by this time outgrown much of their original 
natural heathen materialism and brutal glorification of might. _ 

If the Western world had not said the Messiah has already come, it 
would have been more profoundly stirred by a noble discontent than it is 
now. Its ideal is one son of Israel, whom it has deified, whose martyrdom 
it has glorified, the symbol of whose faith in him is the crucifixion of life. 
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It looks to the past for its divinity and its divinity does not express its life. 
If it had taken 
THE JEWISH IDEA IN PURITY, 

it would have said “the Messiah is still to come. God is greater than any 
man. God's law requires ages for its realisation in the lives of peoples. 
Let us work and hope to establish the kingdom of God on earth.” For 
that kingdom will not be established by supermen, whether their superiority 
is in their intellect or in their morality. But that kingdom will be estab- 
lished when the whole mass of men will be so lifted and exalted, 
because educated and cultured, that in their hearts God’s law will come to 
be written. The worship of the superman, of the hero as divinity, lends 
itself to all sorts of feudalisms and aristocracies. The worship of God's 
abstract law of righteousness as an ideal for all men will be found to be 
the only adequate expression for a democracy. 

Lastly, I say, we made a contribution to civilisation by giving our- 
selves. Our neo-Nationalists think that they are doing a great thing for 
jewish pride. by meeting the anti-Semite on his own ground and emphasis- 
ing Jewish race and Jewish nationality in Jewish consciousness. They are 
doing nothing of the kind. They do not understand aright the Jewish 
genius, the Jewish development, and the Jewish destiny. We, who are 
Jewish religionists, do not seek our interpretations of what Judaism means 
at the hands of the Gentiles. We have a much grander ambition for Israel. 

The Jewish people is unique in the world’s history, in that it trans- 
formed itself into a universal Church, that it took its soul in its hand, to 
use a strong phrase of the Psalmist. and fled from Palestjne to dwell in the 
world, to become part of all the peoples. Peoples are supposed to die 
sometimes. All peoples of classic civilisation died. The great empires of 
Semitic world-power passed away. Israel did not die because it was never 
destined to be a people like othe:s. It turned itself into a community, 
witnessing all over the world to the ideas of the Jewish soul, to which ideas 
every one is welcome, irrespective of his race or nation. This is a remark 
able gift to civilisation—our presence. We have had a first-class creative 
genius in religion and in ethics. We have had a first-class talent for 
assimilating the culture of the world, and by contributions, enriching it. 
We have been the teachers of the world as to the soul and heart of civilisa- 
tion and we have been apt pupils of the world’s masters in everything else. 
And we have sometimes vied with them even on their own ground. In 
philosophy, in science, in art, in statesmanship, we to-day can show great 
names. 

But what we have contributed as a’group, as the Priest of God in the 
world, with an unbroken history, is the capacity of survival and adaptation. 
And our mission is to refuse to leave the Western world, to cling in brother- 
hood to the masterful peoples of Western civilisation, so as to impress the 
imagination of men and eventually to teach humanity the truth that men of 
various racial origins and national descents can work together in the 
building up of great groups of humanity, in the creation of a perfect culture 
and civilisatian, which shall have room for all men within it. We are by 
our presence the reminder of our ideals of a common humanity. We are 
the great international spiritual force. And we cannot declare our work 
finished and civilisation complete until humanity, instead of merely taking 
to its heart one Jew, shall learn to take to its heart Israel, that is greater 
than any one of its sons.— |From the American Hebrew.

“SOAKED TO THE SKIN.” 


Writing home, Sergt. Lawrence Mullings says: “ Just a few lines now that I 
am settled in billet to let you know that I am we!!. after an exciting time, being 
relieved from the trenches yesterday, the 10th of November. We had been in 
three days, and owing to inclement weather my officer told me we were going into 
the reserve trenches about half a mile further back. I forgot to mention that 

The relief took piace at 10 a.m. on the morning of the tenth, and I may 
mention everyone was more than pleased to clear out as we were all soaked to the 
skin. It had rained very heavy for 48 hours previous, and the cceadition of the 
trenches was indescribable.. In the meantime our company got the good news 
that we were to spend our three days reserve in the villages of —— 24 miles in 
the rear. Proceeding by the down trerch, which is named after an infamous 
German battleship “Goeben,” as of course each and every trench is marked and 
named, just the same as your streets, we plodded slowly on our way. At the same 
time the enemy opened fire on us. Well we got safely out of the trench, anda 
shell or two coming fairly close we soon cleared and got safely in the village. 
But they seemed to follow us there. 


DEFYING THE WEATHER. 

Signaller S. Jacobs, 5th Field Ambulance, 2nd Canadian Division, writing 
toa friend, says :—"* The Canadian division to which the cutting you sent me refers 
has already made good, especially the 20th Toronto. This battalion was in the 
trenches during the rainy days of last week. The wonderful manner in which 
the boys defied the weather and held their ground brought warm praise from the 
Brigadier, who personally congratulated the battalion on its great work. I was 
present at a service conducted by the Rev. M. Adler. The service took place in 
a smal! hall of a convent about two miles behind the line.

A YOUNG MAN’S REVOLT. 
TO THE EDITOR.—From “ M.” 


Sir,—''H.,” of Liverpool, makes Orthodoxy responsible for what is nothing 
else than a fault (by no means an incorrigible one) of the Reader of the particular 
orthodox congregation in his town. There exists no such rule as “to reada 
certain number.of chapters within a fixed time.” So that an appeal to the 
responsible officers of that synagogue will certainly lesson the speed of the 
Reader's voice, and this young man will find opportunity intelligently to follow 


the Hebrew. 

It seems however as if “H.” were inclined, to out-reform even the 
“Reformers.” He pleads that a selection be made and the “ uninteresting and 
tedious parts” of the Law be omitted. 

Apart from the fact that not even the “ Liberals” advocate such “ omissions” 
or “discriminations,” it may be questioned whether those parts of the Law cited 
by “H.” are tedious except to the reader who is ignorant of the vast anthro- 
pological and historical importance of Genesis, chap. x, 

The moral scruples of “H.” against the latter part of the confessions begin- 
ning WNW ONDA 7) have their source in his apparent inability to trace the 
historical structure of our prayers. 

At the end of his epistle “H.” blushingly confesses that it is not public 
worship alone but also many of the regulations of Orthodoxy that do not find 
his approval. He protests against the interpretation of God's Commandments 
according to the medieval Rabbis and makes an appeal to live in accordance with 
the moral laws of God. | 

It may be candidly acknowledged that “ H.,” after all, himself found that 
Orthodoxy is not to be made responsible for his speedy Reader. and so in order 
better to support his “ revolt,” he puts forth the other regulations of Orthodoxy. In 
fact he is only fighting phantoms. . | 

There is not even an attempt on his part to give any reasons against the 
“regulations ” (perhaps by-laws of another Orthodox community he is not fond 
of) or to give an example where the interpretation of medieval Rabbis did not 
conform to the demands of the “ moral laws of God.” 

The age of the “revolting” young man did not excuse these and other 


vulnerable points in his letter.

The first annual general meeting of tbis Company was held at Gresham 
House on the 23rd inst. Mr. Hersertr Bentwicu (Chairman of the Company) 


presided, the other Directors present being Mr. Myer Bick, Mr. J. D. Jacobs and 
Mr. James Rossdale. 


The SECRETARY having read the balance-sheet and Auditors’ report, the 
CHAIRMAN presented the Directors’ report from which it appeared that :— 

The total number of shares now issued is 176 shares of £50 each, as compared with 
164 shares of August 27th, 1914 (the date of the Directors’ last report), all allotced in 
consideration of cash, and of the total capital value of £8,800. The ‘total number of 
Foundation Bonds issued is 136 Bonds of £10 each. as compared with 129 Bonds at 
August 27th, 1914, making the total subscribed under this head, £1,360. The total 
amount of cash received in respect of the shares allotted 1s £1,549 18s. 5d., as compared 
with £872 lls. at August 27th, 1914; and the total amount of cash received in respect of 
the Bonds issued is £223 18s. 7d., as compared with £178 18s. 8d. at the same date, 
bringing the total receipts from Shares and Bonds to £1,773 17s. There -has also been 
received for deposits on applications for further Shares not yet completed and Bonds 
not yet taken up the sum of £81 11s. 2d., and there have been contributions to the pre- 
liminary and formation expenses amounting to £110 5s., making the total receipts to date 
£1,965 13s. 2d. 


The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the accounts, reminded the share- 
holders that the outbreak of the war a few months after the incorporation of the 
Company had inevitably affected its operations. Fortunately, by that time the 
Company had already acquired a safe footing by the enrolment of a substantial 
number of shareholders and bondholders, and that these subscribers continued 
their interest and confidence was evider>ed by the manner in which their instal- 
ments had been paid up, the arrears being at the present time much smaller than 
might have been anticipated. They were well secured by the substantial payments 
which had already been made on ail the shares issued. Including contributions 
to the preliminary expenses, the total amount received during the eighteen months 
covered by the accounts was close on / 2,000, and the Company was assured of the 
receipt of funds of approximately /1,000a year during the next nine years from the 
existing sources alone, taking no account of the large increase of membership which 
the Board confidently anticipated at the cessation of hostilities. Land operations 
in Palestine, it was hardly necessary to point out, had to be postponed until peace 
was declared, and the Board were, therefore, conserving tothe best of their ability 
the fands as ‘uey were received, the whole being now invested in 4) per cent. War 
Stock. The current expenses of the Company had been reduced to a minimum, 
and would be met to a substantial extent by the interest receivable on the invest- 
ments. The immediate task before the shareholders was to obtain fresh sub- 
scribers wherever possible, and to see that the existing inflow of funds was well 
maintained, so that the Company would be in a position to take immediate advan- 
tage of the favourable opportunities for the acquisition of land which would 
arrive as soon as the war came toanend. They hoped then to get the balance of 
their Authorised Capital of 450,000 taken up as the immediate contribution of 
Anglo-Jewry to the redemption of the land. 

ir, MURRAY ROSENBERG having made some enquiries upon various points 
in the accounts, expressed himself as entirely satisfied with the progress which 
the Company had made under difficult circumstances, and the way in which the 
subscriptions had been maintained. He seconded the motion for the adoption of 
the accounts, which was carried. The Auditors (Messrs. Blandford, Lawrence 
and Hann) were re-elecied. 

Mr. Myer Bick proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, to whose 
persistent work and practical qualities, he said, the Company was so largely 
indebted.

Another old Manchester communal worker has passed away in the person of Mr 
Moses Rosenberg, who died on the 2lst inst. The deceased, who was in his 
sixty-fourth year, came from Russia a little over forty years 
ago, and up to a couple of years ago he had resided in 
Manchester. He was an active member of the Central 
Synagogue and the Burial Board, and one 6f the Council of 
Founders. He had also held the office of Treasurer to the congregation fora 
period of thirteen years, and on his retirement some few years ago he was 
presented with a handsomely illuminated address by the members. In failing 
health, he recently took up his residence in Southport but continued to be a keen 
supporter of the Central Synagogue. Mr. Rosenberg was also one of the founders 
of the New Synagogue and Beth Hamidrash and a staunch supporter of the 
old orthodox school. The body was conveyed to Manchester for internment. 
On the way to the Urmston Cemetery a halt was made at the Central Synagogu 
The coffin was placed in the hall of the Synagogue, where a_ large 
gathering had assembled to pay their last tribute of respect to the deceased 
Rabbi Levin delivered a Hesped.

In the statement of the Under- 
secretary for War, viz., “and in the case of a Jew, if there is any reason to doubt the 
bona-fides of such a candidate,” there was underlying (said Dr. Salomon) a most 
unwarrantable reflection on the Jewish character. Jews had always served their country 
loyally and never in any way acted treacherously to those who had hospitably sheltered 
them. It was wrong to suspect a man who applied who happened to have an Austrian or 
German name. 

Mr. NATHAN LAsKI, J.P., in seconding the motion, said that Alderman Frankenburg 
deserved every honour that they or the Jews in this country could confer upon him as 
his splendid services reflected ‘credit upon the community. In regard to statements 
published in some trashy papers, he (Mr. Laski) treated them with contempt. They 
were written by men who did not understand the subject thoroughly. He strongly 
protested against the action of those who had refused British-born Jewish youths whose 
parents were of foreign birth of allied nations. Many likely young men had been 
shamed by being thus dismissed in their endeavours to do their duty. 

Tne Rev. ]. PHILLIPS, in supporting the vote, said that the club had been the scene of 
many important Communal gatherings, but none had ranked in importance to that which 
had brought them together that evening.

Bro. M. Cash, the Grand Treasurer, uext submitted, the f.nancial statement. He 
pointed out the large increase in the income of the Grand Lodge. It amounted to 
£3 862. The increase was due m ainly to the prompt payment by lodges. Unha pily 
the larger call for benefits respecting the deaths of the mémbers did not leave so larve a 
surpius in the Grand Lodge funds as during the last two or three years. Still there was 
a credit balance of £222, bringing the funds of the Grand Lodge up to £5,334, of which 
£4,871 was a Funeral Reserve Fund, and nearly the whole of this sum was invested in 
trustee stocks. 

The Treasurer's statement was favourably received and the balance-sheet 
was adopted. 

The Auditors, Bres. I. Solomons, D. Dav:s, S. Binderman and M. Hyams were 
thanked for their services. 

Following the adoption of the financial statement, the Treasurer also submitted 
three separate accounts for the three years covéred by the operation of National Health 
Insurance Act. He also submitted an abstract from the Insurance Commissioners 
current account, showing that at the end of eighteen months of the operation of the Act, 
January, 1914, the credit balance of the Order was then £4,517. This credit balance 
was shown on the current contributions and State Grants only, and did not include any 
part of the Reserve Values which were being credited to the Order 

The following were elected for the ensuing year: Bros. S. E. de Haas, Grand 
President ; J. Levy, Grand Vice-President; M. Cash, Grand Treasurer; J]. Becker, L. S.

This resolution will have tZe advantage of establishing the 
Jewish experience which may afterwards be of service in the valuation of the Jewish 
Societies under the Friendly Societies’ Act. 

A resolution dealing with members migrating and becoming permanently domiciled 
in the United States or any European country was referred to a special sub-committee. 

A resolution to set up a Fund for the payment of delegates’ expenses at annual 
conferences was deferred pending the production of a report by the General Secretary.

From a musical point of view this week may be compared to a bar's rest 
between the two winter seasons, for with the exception of the War Emergency 
Entertainments of Tuesday and Thursday there have been no musical functions 
to record. 


Looking back over the secuiar year wuicu ends ta have been 


a period of considerable interest from a communal standpoint. At no other time 
have our musical coreligionists been so prominently before the public, both as 
débutants and as finished artists, instrumentally aad vocally, as well as by com- 
position. In the first category may be mentioned Miss Harriet Cohen, a 
promising young pianist who has played several times for the War Emergency 
Entertainments, and Miss Thelma Bentwich, whose career as a ‘cellist should be 
a brilliant one.

Other artists 
include Mr. Robert Ganthony, Nikola, who gives some exampies of shadowgrapbhy, 
and Miss Annie Tribwick ahd Mr. Patrick Kirwan.
